-- «ye loſſe at their godes which they 
ſawe burning befoze-their faces, ſome 
pꝛaping foꝛ their frendes, ſame fearing 
the death of their parents, ſonꝛe ſdꝛ their 
childzen,and ſome fo; their hulbands, in 
which might be (en how many a thou⸗ 
ſand did what they might to quench the 
ſaid fire, and to ſaue as well other mens 
gods as their owne. But ſuth was the 
fierceaes therot, that one houſe fy;z2d by 
the heate of another, and did burne in 
ſuch vehement ſoꝛt that they were lain 
to taſt their gods into the Iireete, and to 
tonuey much gades fwzth behinde their 
houſes, nenertheleſſe, there was much 
godes ſpoyled and burned, and a great 
deale ſtollen, but ly that which 
was laid on the backſide of their hoiiſc#, 
foz that was all burned. But when the

Miner gate and teaſed nö t vntill it had 
burned 273 hauſes (as it is credibly re⸗

4 Stztons wife, and Tohn Johnſons 
wife, both lying in child⸗ded, their Huſ⸗ 
bandes were of good wralth, and dwel- 
ling in the to bone, and pet was the one 
of them carried into the fieldes, and the 
other remeoned to a phꝛe womis houſe 
in the Towne,otherwiſe they had bens 
both burned in their beds. 

The houſe of . Ewry beeing one of 
the faireſt in the Towne , was burned 
to the ground: and . Fraunces Oſtvell a

This Towns of Darnron ſtardeth dis 
it was burned by the fury of this fiercs 
fire, it was a Cowne of god harbour ſoʒ 
al trauellers to Berwicke,oz from thence 
to London, and the ſpaile thereof is ſa

terfaine the twentith part «the paler. 
gers which heretofoze it . -receiued 
at an inſtant. Jt was a lun# able thing 


to heare the cry that. was! made on all 
lides by men, womer, aud childꝛen that 


tame running thither out ol euer town 


and village abutting thereabout, being 
afraid that this fire begunne in Parnron 
would haue burned them ſhoztly after 
in their hdu(es, the flame whereof was 
ſcene in many a Lowne, and lo karre as 
to Roſeb»ry top, which is Is. myles fram 
the ſame Tone of Darnton: and as it 
is repoꝛted by ſundꝛy perſons , it was 
ſeene much further. - 

It might haue made afony bart to 
werpe, to fe: how ſierſlly the houſes bur⸗ 
ned of the foꝛeſide, and the godes on the 
backſive, how the pong infants fucking 
at their mothers bꝛeſts in rufull maner 
ſck2iched, + were grealy viſmaied:with 
the fury thereok. To tonclude, the hou⸗ 
ſes was paſt recouerp within 2. heures 
after it begun, z the people were fozced 


dio lcaue them burning, and to attend 


wholy vpon their gades which they els

micht haue loft alſo; as they did a great 


deale ; ſome ſpoiled, lome filched, and a 
great deale burned, ſo that foz terteintie 
there is not ſo little loſt by the inhabi⸗ 
tants of the towue, as 20200. 

Their greateſt want was water which 
was far from them, except certain wels 
in the Towne which were dꝛawne, but 
conſidering þ dꝛought that was at that 
time, chey yelded not ſich ſtoꝛe of water 
as at other times they do: notwithſtan⸗ 
ding the people as faſt as they might did 
fetch water kr the riuer, and many ſpas 
red not to calf their berre, ale, milke, and 
otber licour to quench the ſame fire, 
Thus haue pon b2iefly heard the truth 
maner therok, which was both ſtrange 
t lamentable. God grant them patiente 
to beare this croſſe which he hath lapde 
vd them: u ho, as as it hath pleaſed him 
to take it fr them, i they cõtinne thank 
ful with Job, it is to be expected y he will 
in reſpect cf this woꝛldlp loſſe, increaſe 
them thꝛeefold 4 reward them with hea⸗ 
uenly gaine, which God graunt koz his 
mercies ſake, Amen.
